Bearish Activities of 
Heads of Corporations 
Looked on With Disfa- 
vor in Washington. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Dis- 
closures by the senate committee in- 
vestigating short selling have an ef- 
fect of shock on Washington. It is 
shared by persons thoroughly con- 
servative in. bent of mind. The em- 
phasis of the investigation has now 
passed from short se‘ling to a broader 
phase of ethics. 

If there is to be public understand- 
ing of the new aspect of the investiga- 
tion, it will be necessary to bear in 
mind certain gistinctions. One has to 
do with persons. Short selling by in- 
dividuals whose business is the ad- 
ministering of their private fortunes 
and who have no relation of trust to 
others is judged separately. 

In spite of widespread public 
prejudice against short selling by any 
one, many persons in the business and 
financial world regard it as legitimate 
and even useful when limited to men 
thus situated and done under normal 
conditions. Some who do it are high- 
minded men. 

In the last two days of the senate 
investigation, however it was brought 
out that short selling on an enormous 
scale and in a highly organized way 
was practiced by men who are direc- 
tors in large numbers of the country's 
greatest corporations. As to all the 
corporations in which they are direc- 
tors, these men have a relation of 
trust to hundreds of thousands of 
stockholders. Some of the corpora- 
'tions are financial and therefore call 
for a peculiarly high sense of fidu- 
(ciliary responsibility. In a _ broader 
sense their relation of trust is to the 
whole country. By the number and 
importance of the corporate offices 
they hold, they are in the position of 
pillars of the country’s business and 
credit structure. — : : 

What the coming phase of the in- 
vestigation will deal with is the pro- 
priety of selling short in an organized 
way by men thus situated.
